Mr. Clarence Sage, of the National 
Elevator Co., introduced the various 
speakers of the afternoon. 

Mr. Hayes of the Lethbridge Ex¬ 
perimental Station, gave a short ad¬ 
dress and outlined the aims and ob¬ 
jects of the crop testing plan. 

Two rod rows from each sample to 
be tested are planted in the plots and 
carefully marked. The plot here had 
been seeded a little late to show up 
at its best, however, the grading was 
done by the inspectors. 

This work is carried out by the ele¬ 
vator companies interested in the 
j plan with no charge to the farmer. 
Last year 1600 samples were analyzed 
in the three western provinces and of 
this number 51% were graded as “C.” 
The grading is divided into three sec¬ 
tions or classes. Class “A” being 
samples with no more than two im¬ 
purities in the two rows. Class "B" 
has from two to four impurities and 
Class “C” has five dr more impurities. 
Those types coming under Class “C” 
should not be used for seeding pur¬ 
poses owing to the large percentage 
of impurities.

CROP TESTING 


Pests Will Soon 
Be Laying Eggs 


At the present time, country pois 
oil bait stations still have a fair sup¬ 
ply of poison on hand, but spreading 
is said to be virtually impossible 
where there is a heavy stand of grain/ 
Deep'fall, plowing will do much to 
eliminate egg deposits, but the most 
cheerful news, regarding the /lying 
insects, is that their ranks are being 
greatly reduced thiough the activity 
of parasites, which attack them in 
numbers. 


/ Throughout the West at this period of the year, field 
days are being held and test plots are being studied for 
the purity of grain grown, and for uniform development. 
This is the seventh season for the "Crop-Testing plan which 
is sponsored by a number of the larger grain companies. 
The farm samples used in the tests are secured through the 
co-operation of elevator agents, who keep the plots under 
close supervision during the growing period. In addition 
to these samples chosen from grain passing through the 
elevators, there are also demonstration plots of pure seed 
suitable to the district. 

The value of the crop testing plan is proved in the fact 
that about 50 per cent, of the farms whose plots had 
shown inferior or mixed varieties have changed their seed 
and purchased the better variety. There have been 70,000 
farmers’ samples tested under this plan, and the net re¬ 
sult is a steadily improving standard. The Junior Grain 
Clubs are also working toward this end. It is estimated 
that over four million bushels of Grade “A” varieties have 
been made available to farmers whose fields were demon¬ 
strated to be mixed or of low-yielding variety. 

Strong emphasis is laid on the fact that a crop showing 

• mixture of varieties, even if the varieties are grown 
separately, does not mature evenly. The grade is conse¬ 
quently reduced at threshing time. The use of land foi 

• nything but the best and most suitable variety obtain- 
’ ble is one of the*factors of operating at a loss. Low yields 

r low grades are costly, when better grain could be grown 
n the same fields. 

To encourage further the use of “A” seed, the sponsor¬ 
ing companies of the Crop Testing plan secure certified 
'•id front some of the best growers in the west, and the 
ailways pay half the transportation. The elevator ag- 
nts then make this grain available in varied amounts at’ 


’Hoppers are up in the air, hut the\ 
will soon be on the ground depositing 
eggs, which, if nothing is done about 
it, may mean another costly invasion 
next year. 

The provincial department ^*>f ag¬ 
riculture, in its sixth annual crop re¬ 
port, gives some attention to the 
peats, with the observation “grass¬ 
hoppers are now flying, but a few iso¬ 
lated points report them still hatch¬ 
ing.
